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Suitable Books for Foreign-Born Readers* 


By Mrs. JosepHINE BuTKOWSKA BERNHARD, Member of the A. L. A. Committee on Work 
with the Foreign Born and Assistant in Charge of Polish Work, Tompkins Square 
Branch, New York Public Library 


HERE are degrees and differences of background and education among 

foreign-born readers, whether educated or barely literate, and the types 

of people represented in each group must be recognized in order to 
understand their intellectual needs. 

First, there are those barely literate, underprivileged readers, who came to 
this country as immigrants, long before the war. They represent, in most 
cases, manual laborers who have had no educational opportunities in their 
native country and have nothing that may be called a taste in reading. The 
majority of them, regardless of the length of time in this country, still cling 
heart and soul to their own language and use it as a medium of expression 
at home and in the community in which they live. Their language, therefore, 
is the symbol of their racial personality, which they still keep. 

The knowledge of English which they acquire through instruction in the 
cvening schools is either for business purposes or in preparation for citizen- 
ship papers. Hence the process of substitution, in libraries, of easy books in 
|‘nglish for foreign ones, is, with a few exceptions, seldom a successful ven- 
ture, so far as the cultivation of reading habits in the language foreign to 
ihese readers is concerned. And no matter how stimulating the experience of 
learning the English language may be, they rarely take out a book in Inglish 
as recreational reading or for study purposes, on their own initiative. If they 
do, they must have continuous guidance, instruction, and encouragement on 
the part of the teacher as well as the librarian, because outside of the class- 
room they have very little opportunity to apply the acquired knowledge. 

To meet the needs of these barely literate, underprivileged readers and 
assist them, a helpful compilation was made by Edna Phillips and published 
by the American Library Association in 1929, but it is now out of print. This 
leaflet, entitled Easy books for new Americans, groups the material as text- 
books, graded easy books, and classical literature of perpetual interest.

These books have been abridged or adapted to help meet the need of 
the beginner in English. Some librarians may object to the presentation of 
popular classics in this maimed form, but we should realize that the foreign- 
born reader prefers the emotional and picturesque in literature, rather than 
those books with didactic motive, or childish stories, which are often handed 
to him. A recent new textbook of general interest, for the be zinner, deserves 
special mention; it is Language for living in a new land, by Mrs. Horton.* 
She is a teacher of English and citizenship classes at the Tompkins Square 
Branch Library, New York City, and this book is the result of her many 
years of teaching experience. It is easy because every chapter deals with the 
most familiar daily experiences of the reader. 

‘Yo use with the more advanced foreign-born readers who wish to learn 
about American life and history, there is an interesting, list of bibliographies 
made by Jean Carter of the Bryn Mawr summer school for workers in in- 
dustry, entitled This America.* This list of bibliographies does not have a 
“difficulty rating’ as Miss Hoit’s list® has, nor does it limit itself to the 
foreign-speaking groups. Its chief value lies in the fact, according to the in- 
troduction to the pamphlet, “that it has grown out of the teaching experiences 
of the workers’ classes.” 

The second category of readers, the intellectual foreigners, represent the 
“white-collar” immigration of the post-war period who understand the Eng- 
lish language fairly well. It is interesting to observe what they are curious 
about. ‘They are looked upon in their communities as cultural and spiritual 
leaders of the particular groups they represent and they are continually alert 
to discover among new books those which will interest their own national 
groups, directly or indirectly. Besides readability, the book must have either 
a familiar setting, or characters with a psychology akin to their own, or it 
may suggest the contribution their pioneering forefathers made to America. 

There must be some common ground of interest in the book to attract and 


hold their attention and to serve as a vantage point from which they can get 


a general view and in some measure identify themselves with the circum- 
stances in the book. Besides, these foreign-born readers are often in need of

something to be proud of, something to brag about, in order to be able to 
meet the native-born friend on an equal footing. 

A Russian reader, for instance, would enjoy a book like Duguid’s Green 
hell, because of its presentation of a cultivated Russian man, formerly a gen- 
eral in the Russian Imperial Army, who saves the lives of the members of the 
expedition in the wild African jungle. It is a story of heroism and adventure 
which he may tell to his own particular group of which he may be the leader. 

The same Russian reader will find to his liking the life of Isadora Duncan, 
not only because of her personality, but because of her Russian marriage and 
associations. 

A Greek reader will find a common ground of understanding and interest 
in the recent novel by Peter Gray, The pillar of salt. The background of the 
story is a peaceful village in Greece to which the return of a native son from 
the United States causes disaster. The town’s quiet atmosphere is shattered 
by the low ideas that he has acquired in the American slums. Some foreign 
readers compared this story with Dostoyevski’s work because of its interest- 
ing psychology. Aside from this, the structure of the book with its laconic 
phraseology makes it very adaptable to the foreign mind. 

A Polish reader finds attraction in Peter Fleming’s The Brazilian ad- 
venture—why? For the simple reason that many of his compatriots are 
settled in Brazil. Other titles which may interest him are As the earth turns, 
by Mrs. Carroll, and The proud house, by Mrs. Esty. Many readers enjoyed 
the latter book because it reminded them of Gogol’s The overcoat. In Gogol’s 
hook a poor government clerk worked hard to save enough money to buy 
himself an overcoat only to have it stolen on the same day while he was cele- 
brating its acquisition by a supper in a restaurant. In Mrs. Esty’s story a 
Polish immigrant woman slaved her whole life through to establish her 
family in a house like those her American neighbors had, only to lose her 
husband who died from overstraining himself when moving a stove into “the 
proud house.” Another book which may be of interest to the same Polish 
reader is American beauty, by Edna Ferber. In many instances, however, 
these intellectual foreign-born readers show resentment toward such a presen- 
tation of the barefooted immigrants, and such stories are somewhat humili- 


ating to their racial consciousness; yet by their very resentment they prove 
the extent of their interest. 


A story which any educated foreigner will find pride and enjoyment in 
reading is Rolvaag’s Giants in the earth, because the portrayal of those Nor- 
Wegian pioneers shows strength, power, and dignity. The story glorifies their 
endurance of the hardships of pioneer days, which were so similar to the ex- 
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periences of other foreign groups. In reading the story he feels a contributor 
to American life, rather than a problem, or a detriment to progress. 

Again, a Jewish reader will amuse himself with Michael Gold’s Jews with- 
out money, or Eddie Cantor’s My life is in your hands. To my knowledge 
no foreign readers, except Jewish, have asked for these titles. Van 
Loon's geography, although rated in Miss Hoit’s list as difficult, has proved 
its popularity with many foreign individuals, Germans in particular. A 
Ukranian reader will be happy to find Taras Bulba, the Cossack story by 
Gégol, on the shelves. Upton Sinclair's The jungle is always on request. | 
am not sure, however, that it is because of its Lithuanian element, for it is 
often requested by foreign readers with radical tendencies.

Recent Books for Little Theaters

In January 1933 a very brief list for a Little theatre bookshelf appeared in the pages of 
the Bookitst.* Two years have passed since then, bringing a rich accretion of new books on 
the subject. The following is a selection from the many excellent books on the history, art, 
and technique of the theater, which have been published during this period, chosen with a view 
to the exigencies of limited budgets and the needs of small groups. 


Bibliographies 


Baker, Mrs. BLANCH (MERRITT) comp. 
Dramatic bibliography. Wilson, 1933. 320p. 
Sold on the service basis. 

An invaluable annotated bibliography listing some 
four thousand titles, with an analytical subject index 
and other aids for student and librarian. The drama 
and the theater, productions and stagecraft, »ag- 
eantry, religious drama and entertainment, and an- 
thologies are the four main divisions of the book. 
Overemphasis of the pageantry section and an inade- 
quate treatment of the drama itself are its main 
shortcomings. 


SmitH, Mitton Myers. Guide to play se- 
lection. Appleton-Century, 1934. 174p. $1.25. 

An excellent bibliography of outstanding plays, 
long and short, of all periods, with a chart serving 
as a guide in selection. Mr. Smith gives a brief 
description of each play together with information 
concerning sets, costumes, publishers, and royalties. 
A short list of books on productions and a table of 
anthologies add to its usefulness. 


Genera!, Historical, Biographical

A clear, thoroughly documented account of the 
theater business as conducted in America today. 
Ilere for the first time is a reliable and authoritative 
statement of the responsibilities, contractual obliga- 
tions, and labor union affiliations of all those con- 
cerned with a play from the playwright, producer, 
and actor to the fly-men, wardrobe attendants, truck 
drivers, and other members of the thirty-two unions 
brought into action when the curtain finally rises 
on a show. An understanding of certain basic con- 
ditions in the theater is essential to all theater 
workers and librarians. 


Moses, Montrose Jonas and Brown, 
Joun Mason, eds. The American theatre 
as seen by its critics, 1752-1934.

\ vivid picture of the American scene in a series 
of first-hand reviews of actual performances by such 
promising drama critics as Washington Irving, Walt 
Whitman, and Edgar Allan Poe. Here is theater 
history, presented with the warmth and passion of 
immediate experience. This volume, ably edited and

YAJNIK, RAMANLAL KANAIYALAL. The 
Indian theatre; its origins and its later de- 
velopments under European influence. Dut- 
ton, 1934. 284p. $3. , 


The paucity of material\available on the history 
of the theater in India gives this book a special 
value. The first part deals with the historical back- 
ground of the theater that produced The little clay 
cart and other Hindu classics; the second shows the 
influence of Europe on the Indian stage of today. 


Martinovitcu, Nicnotas N. The Turk- 
ish theatre. Theatre arts, 1933. 125p. $3. 


A unique and therefore indispensable link in the 
chain of theater history. Dr. Martinovitch ha; 
brought his great erudition to the study of an 
immensely old and rapidly disappearing theater, a 
theater which still shows glimpses of a noble past. 
The volume includes seven plays and illustrations 
both colored and black and white. 


SumMERS, Montacue. The Restoration 
theatre. Macmillan, 1934. 352p. $3.75. 


The most complete and scholarly study of the 
English theater at the close of the seventeenth 
century. Mr. Summers is the leading authority on 
the subject, having edited the works of most of the 
playwrights of the period. This, the first volume of 
a projected complete history, discusses in minute 
detail,, and with ample documentation, the audito- 
rium, stage, and scenery of the Restoration theater; 
the costumes, style, and methods of its actors; and 
the reaction of its audiences. 


PALMER, JoHN LEsttz. Ben Jonson. Vik- 
ing, 1934. 330p. $3.50. 


The theater of the past can often be appreciated 
most vividly through a knowledge of its poets and 
playwrights. This biography of Ben Jonson brings 
his plays and his period to life, showing us the last 
of the British Worthies in all his physical and 
intellectual vigor, his prodigious knowledge, his rich 
and abundant dramatic vein. Mr. Palmer’s analyses 
of the plays are stimulating and his portrait of 
Jonson unforgettable. 


CHAMBERS, Sir EpMuND KercHeEver. A 
short life of Shakespeare; with sources: 
abridged by Charles Williams from Cham- 
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bers’s William Shakespeare; a study of facts 
and problems. Oxford, 1933. 260p. $1.75. 


The library that cannot afford the unabridged 
Chambers will welcome this small volume. It is rich 
in source material and contains the latest and most 
authoritative data on the subject. It is an indis- 
pensable Shakespeare item. 


HENDERSON, ARCHIBALD. Bernard Shaw, 
playboy and prophet. Appleton, 1932. 871p. 
$7.50. 


A monumental volume intended to serve not only 
as a portrait of the “‘miraculous Shaw’’ but also as 
: source book of material for students of the Shavian 
drama. Professor Henderson has been for years 
Shaw’s devoted friend, as well as his official biog- 
rapher, and he presents here a comprehensive tome 
on the man and his times. It is full of rich and 
vivid original material, letters and comments by 
Shaw, extracts from contemporary criticism, many 
illustrations—all of which serve to give life and 
color to an authoritative biography. 


Le GALLIENNE, Eva. At 33. Longmans, 
1934. 262p. $3.50. 


One of the few biographies of an actor which is 
also illuminating on the art which he professes. It is 
an arresting record of a career guided by a high idea 
and is full of wise comments on acting, production, 
direction, audiences, critics, and playwrighting. A 
stimulating as well as an engaging book. 


NryInsky, RomMoLta (DE PutszKy) Nijin- 
sky ; with a foreword by Paul Claudel. Simon 
& Schuster, 1934. 447p. $3.75. 

A unique human document which also throws light 
on the entire subject of the art of the dance. In 
telling of the triumph and tragedy of Nijinsky, 
his wife gives glimpses of the artist at work, de- 
scribes his strenuous discipline, his daily routine, 
and lets us see for a moment or two the creative 
processes of the genius. One of the most moving 
and important of theater biographies.
